Bridge Company, its successors and assigns, to construct, maintain, and operate [Public.No. 671.1
a bridge across the Kanawha River at or near the town of Henderson, West
Virginia, to a point opposite thereto in or near the city of Point Pleasant, West
Virginia.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the consent
of Congress is hereby granted to Henderson Bridge Company, its
successors and assigns, to construct, maintain, and operate a bridge
and approaches thereto across the Kanawha River at a point suitable
to the interests of navigation between a point in or near the town of
Henderson. West Virginia, and a point opposite thereto in or near
the city of Point Pleasant, Mason County, West Virginia, in
accordance with the provisions of the Act entitled "An Act to
regulate the construction of bridges over navigable waters,"
approved March 23, 1906, and subject to the conditions and
limitations contained in this Act.

SEC. 2. After the completion of such bridge, as determined by the
Secretary of War, either the State of West Virginia, any political
subdivision thereof within or adjoining which any part of such
bridge is located, or any two or more of them jointly, may at any
time acquire and take over all right, title, and interest in such bridge
and its approaches and any interests in real property necessary
therefor, by purchase or condemnation in accordance with the laws
of suchw State governing the acquisition of private property for
public purposes by condemnation. If at any time after the
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expiration of twenty years after the completion of such bridge the
same is acquired by condemnation, the amount of damages or

lmitation. compensation to be allowed shall not include good will, going value,
or prospective revenues or profits, but shall be limited to the sum
of (1) the actual cost of constructing such bridge and its approaches,
less a reasonable deduction for actual depreciation in value, (2) the
actual cost of acquiring such interests in real property, (3) actual
financing and promotion cost, not to exceed 10 per centum of the
sum of the cost of constructing the bridge and its approaches and
acquiring such interest in real property, and (4) actual expenditures
for necessary improvements.

Irnvesigationby The Secretary of War may at any time within three years after the
completion of such bridge investigate the actual cost of constructing
the same, and for such purpose the said Henderson Bridge Company,
its successors and assigns, shall make available all of its records in

concSiMct. t connection with the financing and the construction thereof. The
findings of the Secretary of War, as to the actual original cost of
the bridge, shall be conclusive, subject only to review in a court of
equity for fraud or gross mistake.

Rgd.to sell, etc., SEC. 5. The right to sell, assign, transfer, and mortgage all the
rights, powers, and privileges conferred by this Act is hereby
granted to Henderson Bridge Company, its successors and assigns,
and any corporation to which or any person to whom such rights,
powers, and privileges may be sold, assigned, or transferred, or who
shall acquire the same by mortgage foreclosure, or otherwise, is
hereby authorized and empowered to exercise the same as fully as
though conferred herein directly upon such corporation or person.
